Welsh Wooden Sugar Tongs 


This is an unusual antique treen paur Welsh sugar tongs (also called sugar nippers), given 
as a love token or as a marriage gift. It’s dated 1888 with the name Miss Thomas and the 
name of the place LINDOLIG or it could read RINGOLIG. Cut out hearts and chip and 
carving to the edge of the tongs. The Welsh wooden tongs date back to at least the early 
1700s. At first glance these look as if they may just be tongs for lifting sugar-lumps into a 
tea-cup, but look more closely at them, and you can see they are tough enough to grip 
and break hard sugar too. When powdered sugar was called for in a recipe, the cook had 
to use a mortar and pestle, or possibly a spice-mill. Some sugar-boxes had compartments 
for powdered sugar alongside the lumps. Finely sifted sugar could also be used in a 
caster, or sprinkler. Tongs, boxes, and casters were all made in fine silver for the wealthy, 
but there were a lot of plain iron and wooden nippers and wooden sugar boxes too.

Dollars, but possibly my supplements are not current. Near Fraser River Railway Bridge (Fort George), Simon Fraser’s men 
cut the first spruce logs near the junction of the Nechako and Fraser rivers in 1807 to construct Fort George near the 
original fort a century later, Prince George became the 1940s the centre of the white spruce industry in Central British 
Columbia. The vast lumber output of its many mills earned for Prince George the title “Spruce Capital of the World”. Prince 
George lies at the confluence of the Fraser and Nechako rivers, some of BC’s most important salmon spawning rivers. The 
area is the traditional territory of the Dakelh (in the past sometimes referred to as Carrier) First Nations. Dakelh means 
“people traveling by water”. Today, many First Nations still live in the Prince George area and the Carrier-Sekani Tribal 
Council, an organization which includes nine member groups, is located in the city. After its founding in 1807 Fort George 
played a secondary role to Fort St. James on Stuart Lake. When the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway (GTP) announced in 1907 
that it was building a new trans-continental railway across Canada, many assumed it would pass through Fort George. It 
did and the land speculators moved in and created two townsites. In 1915 the towns people voted to change the name of 
the place to Prince George. The GTP sliced right through the middle of the Fort George Indian Reserve and the First Nations 
protested, but lost the batter in court. With the approach of the railway, the towns boomed. The average day’s take in a 
single bar in South Fort George was $2,000 and the red light district flourished. After this initial solurge, however, there 
was little growth in Prince George until it became a strategic location during WWII when 9,000 soldiers were stationed.

New Design for Brantford Numismatic Society’s 2015 Show Wood py Len Trakalo 


These very attractive woods were made by Canada Wide Woods. This year, the Brantford Numismatic Society chose to de- 
sign a new wood, replacing the previous phone with another style, and Henry suggested added the Canadian five cents 
coin. BNS celebrates 55 years in 2015 having been founded in 1960. The obverse are all black, but the reverse were 
printed in metallic fushia (5125-033), metallic silver ‘rainbow’ (5125—035), and metallic gold (5125-034). There were 150 
made of each colour for a total 450. 





Additionally compared to the previous year’s wood, this 2015 44mm wood’s curved lettering has been made much larger to 
show better.

In Memory of a Numismatist Giant! 


This wood is made from a 6 inch / 17 centimeter round wooden disc from a local craft 
store. Only one was made as a celebration of a great man’s very positive life. 


On August 5th, 1946 following the end of WWII, Charles Dean Moore was born, and he 
would grow up to be an honourable, well-respected family man, friend, numismatist and 
business entrepreneur. Chuck, as his friends knew him, in 1975 married the love of his 
life, Leslie Macnaughton (nearly 40 years of wedded bliss), and together they raised 
daughter Alexandra and son Matthew. On June 11%, 2015 just two months short of his 
69th birthday, after a long battle with cancer, Chuck passed away peacefully at home in 
Walnut Creek, California. He is deeply missed by his mother Marion, sister Kathleen and 
brothers-in-law, sisters-in-law, several nieces and nephews, and many, many friends, 
hobbyists, and business associates. 


A memorial tribute was held on Monday, June 22 in the Perera Pavilion at the Pleasant 
Hill Community Centre (California, USA), and a Celebration of Life service on Sunday, 
June 28 at the Old Mill in Toronto (Ontario, Canada). Memorial donations to either the 
American or the Canadian Cancer Society are appreciated by the family to honour 
Chuck , a super father, husband and friend. 


Chuck was a mentor, role model, numismatic expert, sharp businessman, and a true 
friend to many. He also regularly gave back to the community. In 2010, Moore was 
awarded the J. D. Ferguson Award - Canadian numismatics’ highest honour - for his 
numerous contributions to the hobby, and in 2008 he received Fellow of the RCNA. At 
the time of his death, he was a chairman of the Canadian Association for Numismatic 
Education (CAFNE), which provides grants for numismatic education. 





Charles D. Moore started Moore’s business in Toronto (Ontario) in July 1969 and held their first public auction in April of 
1977, the Ontario Numismatic Association’s convention sale. Since 1977 Moore’s has held 128 public and Mail Bid Auction 
sales, and currently conducts two major auctions in Canada each year. MOORE’S has conducted multiple auctions for the 
Royal Canadian Numismatic Association (R.C.N.A.), the Ontario Numismatic Association, (O.N.A.), the Canadian Association of 
Numismatic Dealers, (C.A.N.D.), The Toronto International Coin Fair, (T.1.C.F.), and TOREX, Canada’s oldest commercial show, 
as well as for many other numismatic clubs and associations. Since 1977 MOORE’S has sold over $100.000.000.00 of 
primarily Canadian coins, tokens and banknotes for over 2,000 individual consignors to over 25,000 collectors. MOORE’S 
highlight auctions include three sales for the Bank of Canada, selling one of the most valuable collections to ever be 
auctioned in Canada. Over the decades MOORE’S has set numerous world price records for Canadian coins and banknotes, 
including in 2010 when a Bank of Vancouver, $5.00 note of the 1910 issue, with serial number OOOOO1 realized 
$150,000.00. While most the material auctioned over the decades by MOORE’S has been Canadian and Newfoundland 
decimal coinage, Government and Chartered Bank Notes and Colonial tokens, significant collections of historical medals, 
United States and world coins and banknotes and ancient Greek and Roman coinage have also been featured. 


Charles D. Moore, the President of MOORE’S was a thirty-eight year Life member and a Fellow of the Royal Canadian 
Numismatic Association and served twenty-seven years on the R.C.N.A. board, as well as a term as Vice President and two 
terms as President of the Association. Mr. Moore is also a thirty-four year Life Member of the Canadian Paper Money Society, 
(C.P.M.S.), a thirty year board member and both a Vice President and President of the Society. Mr. Moore was also a founding 
Charter member of the Canadian Association of Numismatic Dealers, (C.A.N.D.), and served terms as both Vice President and 
President of the Association. In addition to serving on elected boards and RY — 
executive positions, Mr. Moore has worked in numerous capacities behind =~ 
the scenes promoting Canadian numismatics, and bringing collectors and ~~ \ 
dealers together.

Now Ted’s birthday woods read “en la rose je Fleuris” which translate to 
“Like the rose | flourish”. Now this crest was used by the Town of Richmond 
Hill from 1950-19 70s inclusive. The modern day version no longer has the 
tag line. The crest is the Duke of Richmond's coat-of-arms, it represented a 
brave and regal lion standing on a hat with ermine (both symbols of high 
rank) farmed by Richmond’s Hills’ world-famous roses. Richmond Hill’s 
association with the Duke started in 1819 with his visit to the area, and 
around 100 years later, the town Council commissioned the crest for its 
signs and stationary.
